Railway line interruptions caus¬ 
ed by the floods in the B.C. in¬ 
terior are having their effect on 
rail traffic through south Alberta. 
Monday afternoon a freight came 
through Vulcan from the south 
made up of 127 loads being pulled 
by four deisel units, and the whole 
train stretched about one and one- 
quarter miles in length. Normal 
freights on this line are made up 
of from 40 to 60 cars with a single 
diesel for power. 

Most of the train was made up 
of grain cars with a few fertilizer 
tanks and miscellaneous loads be¬ 
ing hauled. To get some estimate 
of the weight being moved by the 
deisels, if all were carrying grain, 
total weight would be in the 
neighborhood of 8,600 tons, accord¬ 
ing to CPR officials.

“The pasture is the forgotten 
part of farm operations", says 
Bill Herringer, the administra¬ 
tive officer for the Prairie Farm 
Rehabilitation Administration 
on the Hays Irrigation Project. 
He states that intensive use of 
irrigated pastures for fattening 
livestock is a comparatively re¬ 
cent development, and that 
farmers of southern Alberta 
where irrigation is a major op¬ 
eration, are slowly becoming 
aware of the value of irrigated 
pastures. However, he adds that 
as yet 95 percent of the irrigat¬ 
ed pastures in the area are used 
mainly as exercise paddocks 
with little or no grass growing 
on them. 

During the past three years 
Mr, Herringer has conducted 
grazing demonstrations for the 
benefit of farmers resettled on 
the Hays Project by P.F.R.A., 
under the Federal Government’s 
Resettlement Program. He has 
made an intense study of graz¬ 
ing methods and has actually 
produced 926 pounds of beef 
from one acre of well-managed 
irrigated pasture. 

"We have now reached the 
point in Western Canada where 
grazing leases are becoming in¬ 
creasingly scarce, particularly 
in irrigated areas”, says Mr. 
Herringer, and he notes that as 
available land is the limiting 
factor in livestock production, 
the farmer must produce more 
meat and milk per acre on the 
land he already has. To do this, 
Mr. Herringer says it is neces¬ 
sary to increase pasture and 
crop production, and improve 
livestock through better breed¬ 
ing and selection. 

This expert on irrigation and 
its potential says that “It has 
been shown in all irrigated 
areas of Canada and the United 
States- that Irrigated pastures, 
properly managed, can give a 
net dollar return above any 
other farm enterprise except 
specialized crops”. He says this 
is possible only if the pastures 
are used to produce marketable

easier, fly and insect control is 
easier, and loss from bloat is 
reduced or eliminated. 

Two disadvantages that Mr. 
Herringer mentions are the lnl- 
Ual Investment for machinery 
to operate by this method, and 
the fact that It is a seven-day 
a week job. 

Finally, Mr. Herringer has 
some tips that have been learn¬ 
ed in conducting the grazing 
demonstrations at Hays. The 
land should be In shape for an 
efficient job of irrigation; the 
feedlot setup should De planned 
so that It Is suitable for both 
summer and winter feeding; the 
farmer should never lose sight 
of the fact that fertilizer and 
water go hand in hand, and 
that one is no good without the 
other- and that ample shade for 
stock Is a must for there Is 
nothing like a hot sun and high 
temperatures to take 'an ani¬ 
mal’s mind off eating, and If 
they don’t eat, they don’t gain. 


beef, lamb or milk, and that a 
cow-calf proposition on irrigat¬ 
ed pasture is usually not eco¬ 
nomical, and that dryland graz¬ 
ing leases should be used for 
this purpose. 

Mr. Herringer suggests that 
one of the most efficient ways 
of using Irrigated pasture is to 
seed it to a hay crop and feed 
by the mechanical grazing 
method. By this means the pas¬ 
ture Is brought to the cow. In¬ 
stead of the cow to the pasture. 
One of the advantages of this 
method is the more efficient use 
of feed, for waste of forage can 
be as high as 40 percent due to 
the animals' preference of cer¬ 
tain plants, fouling and tram¬ 
pling, when the stock is allowed 
to graze. As Mr. Herringer 
says. “Grass grows by inches, 
but is often destroyed by feet”. 
Other advantages are higher 
gains per animal per acre, the 
fact that no fencing of the pas¬ 
ture is required, watering is

Room For Improvement 

Reading the other day about a provincial associa¬ 
tion of architects which, last February, passed a re¬ 
solution to encourage Canadian newspapers, maga¬ 
zines and other media to publish “intelligent criti¬ 
cism” and discussion of Canadian architecture makes 
us wonder about the efficiency of the people employ¬ 
ed by the provincial government who must approve 
all plans for such buildings as schools and hospitals. 

In the case of the Carmangay school, completely 
destroyed by fire early this spring, the obvious weak¬ 
ness was the attic or air space between the ceiling 
and roof extending the full length of the school with¬ 
out a single partition or firewall to stop or hinder 
the flames fed by the tarred roof. Here was a weak¬ 
ness that could easily have been remedied at the time 
of construction if the cement block partitions between 
classroom sections had been extended higher — 
above the level of the tarred roof. The Carmangay 
school would, in all probability, still be standing to¬ 
day if these so-called firewalls had been extended 
above the roof level, according to reports of members 
of the Vulcan fire department who assisted in fight¬ 
ing the blaze. 

This fault probably exists in many of the new 
schools built in Alberta these past ten years and yet 
the plans for these supposedly fireproof buildings 
must be approved by the government “experts” be¬ 
fore they are built. 

One other criticism of the architectural profes¬ 
sion that seems to be well-founded—at least in this 
part of the province—is its seeming inability to de¬ 
sign a school building roof that will last more than 
a year or two without springing leaks or otherwise 
giving trouble. Fees paid to architects are certainly 
high enough to warrant better designing.
